(Ketchikan Progressive-Miner.) 

One million feet of airplane 
stock is the estimated output of 
the Craig Lumber Mill for the 
1918 season, according to Henry 
Shattuck, general managerof the 
company who arrived this morn- 
ing from Juneau where be went 
on business. 

“We are averaging 35,000 feet 
of spruce timber every day now.”
